GROWING  THE  DAHLIA 


It  likes  best  a light  sandy  loam,  in  a sunny  location,  worked  up  fine.  A 
divided  tuber  is  then  placed  in  a horizontal  position,  with  eye  upward 
(small  tubers,  well  ripened,  are  good  as  any),  about  4 inches  below  soil 
level  and  firmly  covered.  Water  only  during  a drouth,  saturating  the  soil 
every  7 to  10  days,  and  following  each  watering  by  loosening  the  top  soil 
with  hoe  or  rake  after  it  has  dried  off. 

When  plant  is  12  to  18  inches  high,  cut  off  one-half  of  it,  which  makes  it 
‘stool”  or  branch,  and  reduces  the  height  of  plant  a great  deal,  although  it 
retards  the  blooming  period  somewhat. 

When  first  'buds  appear,  broadcast  some  phosphate  fertilizer  at  rate  of 
one  pound  to  every  25  plants  (this  will  not  damage  the  plant  unless  leaves 
are  wet),  and  repeat  the  application  three  weeks  later.  Some  use  liquid 
manure  to  advantage  during  blooming  period;  I have  never. 

A week  or  more  after  killing  frost,  dig  your  Dahlias,  cut  tops  off,  re- 
move what  soil  comes  off  easily  and  store  in  an  ordinary  cellar.  If  base- 
ment or  furnace  cellar,  put  in  boxes  and  cover  with  soil,  sand,  sawdust  or 
other  air-excluding  substance.  Do  not  divide  until  planting  time.  Then 
divide  so  as  to  have  at  least  one  eye  or  sprout  to  each  division. 

For  support  in  the  field  use  a stake  to  each  plant;  or  a stake  every  5 
or  10  plants  with  a wire  stretched  between  stakes  about  2 feet  from 
ground  level,  to  which  you  can  fasten  plants  with  soft  twine.
